DRUGS SEIZED 
BY THE POLICE 


Young Soldier : Bays He ay 
Addicted To Their 
Overseas. 


At an early hour yestenday ‘aorning 
the night clerk at the Reyna! 
hotel telephoned to police headquar- | 
ters that a young man had just come 


to the house and registered and had) 


gone out again, leaving a package 
which was addressed to Chief of Po- 
lice Hill, Inspector Shute and Con- 
stable Morris proceeded to the hotel 


just as the man returned and claimed 
the package. 

The officers decided investigate, 
however, and, opening the parcel, | 
found it contained a quantity of mor- 
phine and cocaine, in packets and 
phials, and two boxes of hypodermic 
needles, such as are used for the sub- 
cutaneous injection of drugs. There 
is about a pound of the drugs and the 
value is put at $200. The officers took 
possession of the drugs and brought 
the man to the station. 

The young man, in response to ques- 
tions, said that he was 22 years old, 
and that he had been working In a 
drug store at Irma, Alberta, He had 
been a soldier in the Canadian forces 
and had been wounded In the ear early 
in the war and invalided home. He 
asserted that he had acquired the 
drug habit overseas and that the pro- 
prietor of the drug store had given 
him the morphine and eocaine, with 
which he was going north to Fort Ver

Your son was 
leading his company at the time, and 
from various reports ich came to 
me, was herotcatly leading them 
through the enemy wire, which was, 
unfortunately, not very well cut at 
this particular spot; the fact that he, 
and every officer of his company be- 
came casualties in this action, speaks 
for itself of the difficulties which he 
was up against. 

“In the short time I have been with 
this battalion, I learned to appreciate 
the solid work your son was putting

WHEN PEACE SHALL | 
COME IN WORLD WAR 


The Terms Will Be Handed to 
at the Point of the 
Victor's Sword 


Editor Bulletin,—Germany is whip- 
ped, Her once magnificent army is a 
shell; her numerous grand divisions 
are now skeletonized units, decimated 


by the steady, unrelenting fire of the 
Allies, to thin, gray lines of demoraliz- 
ed and disheartened soldiers, Austria, 
Bulgaria and Turkey are querelous, 
impatient and financialy wrecked. Her 
arrogant claims of victory are belied 
by her ceaseless whimpering for peace. 
Victorious nations never grasp at 
Peace straws. Each day brings her 
nearer that ultimate surrender Which 
must be the only terms of the Entente. 

Terms of peace will be handed to 
Germany on the point of the victor's 
sword. There can be no “peace with 
honor” for the kaiser. This war was 
conceived in dishonor and born in the 
travail of gross brutality. Complete 
surrender will be asked by the Allies 
in the nemes of the stricken people 
of Beigium, in the names of hundreds 
ot innocent old men, women and chil- 
dren, killed by the kaiser’s troops; in 
the names of the ravished daughters 
of France, the Martyr Maid of Dol- 
heim, shot to pieces against a wall, in 
the names of Miss Cavell and Captain 
Fryatt. 

Germany can never win! The world 
is against her with millions of men and 
billions of cash. There is abroad a 
holy determination to crush the Ger- 
man epirit of militarism inte the dust 
of future ages. Already Germany is 
a pauper nation, peddling her paper 
wads to unwilling creditors, piling 
mortgage upon mortgage, pyramiding 
her debts and impoverishing her peo- 
ple. The kaiser has bankrupted the 
nation; he has bankrupted every busi- 
ness man in the nation. Looted jewels 
have ben thrown into the melting pots; 
he has scraped pfennigs from the 
little children’s banks.

as were the operations before Liege. 
|Siege warfare is one in which the 
| weaker side has the advantage of en- 
trenchment—fortification. With this 
advantage it is possible to continue a 
prolonged defense. 

Nunicrous are the recorded incidents 
where a single desperado, within a 
strong baricade, has defied large 
posses of officers, detectives and even 
vigilantes, for days and. weeks, This is 
the plight of Germany; her back is 
ugainst the wali; she is makiig a des- 
perate resistance, sparring for time 
jand hoping that the combined pleas 
of panic-stricken pacifists, irresponsi- 
ble socialists, anarchists and avowed 
pro-Germahs may work diplomatic 
havoc among her enemies, and finally 
contribute to something resembling an 
honorable peace. 

But shot, shell and money are des- 
tined to win against diplomatic subter- 
fuge. Then peace shall come—the 
only peace that can come*out of this 
welter of blood and ruin,
